It may be that no rest came to delerates and 
the managers of candidates causes between Sat- 
urday night and the reassembling of the Con- 
vention, but as the crowds poured into the gal- 
leries there Was an aspect of renewed life, vital- 
ity, and brightness in all their faces.

they seemed to say, we are to be gratified with 
the sound ot a call of the States and Territories 
and the District of Columbia fora vote on Presi- 
dential candidates. Every entrance was be- 
sieged by a surging crowd of very anxious 
ticket-holders, who seemed to feel that there 
was a conspiracy to keep them out of the hall. 
There was more pushing than on any previous 
day. Many believed that they were, if success- 
ful in passing the doorkeepers, about to witness 
the final session of the tion, and hear

The opening scenes of provid. essions were 
all repeated with more effect. There was more 
noise and louder conversation, and the cheers 
which greeted the entrance of distinguished per- 
sons were more hearty and more prolonged. 
There were more ladies in the audience (which 
may account for the increase of conversation), 
and their bright costumes rendered the gal- 
leries more picturesque. Everything proclaimed 


the approach of the climax,—that time when’ 


the final shout of victory to one of the factions 
would rend the air. The band played, with fine 
effect, * Hail Columbia,“ whieh produced emo- 
tion in the audience. And it was at that mo- 
ment—half-past 10 o’clock—the gavel sounded 
and the Convention came te order. The Rev. 
Mr. Everest offered prayer, during which there 
was comparative silence: not complete siience, 
as on former occasions. The audience was too 
excited to keep absolutely still. 

The Chair directed the reading of two of the 
resolutions adopted on Saturday, with a view to 
the correction of a misapprehension, notably 
with regard to the subject of Chinese immigra- 
tion. 

Mr. Hale was recognized and moved that the 
Convention “pow proceed under the rules to 
ballot for a candidate for President.” The mo- 
tion was seconded by Mr. Conkling, of New York, 
after being overruled on a point of order. Be- 
fore putting the question, the Chair addressed 
the Convention, calling attention to the fact of 
the importance of the work about to be per- 
formed. When, having concluded his remarks, 
the question was put and carried. The rule 
governing the proceedings was then read. The 
call of the roll then commeneed. In announc- 
ing the vote of California, theChairman of the 
delegation said: “Califomia casts its 
vote first, last, and all the time for 
James G. Blaine.“ The (hair stated that 
the use of unnecessary wordsin anouncing the 
vote was out of order. He r&pped down all 
applause with great vigor, an the Convention 
and the audience promptly sequieséed. At no 
time during the sessions of the Convention had 
order been so perfect as during the progress of 
the balloting. Every incipient cheer in the 
audience was met with hisses. The vast throng 
in the galleries seemed determined te redeem 
the reputation of the public. 

When New York was reached Mr, Donkling 
anounced that the delegation of Mis State 
desired to vote individually; and it was so 
ordered. When Birdsall of the First Distriot 
voted for Blaine there was an attempt at ap- 
plause, but it was sharply rapped down. 

What was the purpose of Conkling m asking 
for a call of the individual delegates? Was it to 
gain time, or was it to intimidatez Nobody 
knew.

The third call was commenced. When New 
York was called Mr. Conkling rose and said» “I 
am informed that two delegates desire to be 
recorded for Mr. Sherman, 17 for Mr. Blaine, and 
51 for U. 8. Grant.” 

Ben Harrison got one vote from Pennsylvania. 
Wyoming divided this time to restore the bal- 
ande, 1 for Blaine and 1 for Grant. The re- 
sult of the third ballot was: Harrison, 1: Gar- 
fleid, 1; Washburne, 31; Windom, 10: Edmunds, 
#2; Sherman, 9%; Blaine, 22; Grant, 305. 

The roll was immediately proceeded with on 
the fourth ballot. The Pennsylvania deMgate 
who voted for Harrison on the third ballot went 
back to Sherman. This baliot was so monoto- 
nous that the audience showed signs of a desire 
to go to sleep. All excitement seemed to have 
died away. The result was: Garfieid. 1; Win- 
dom, 10; Washburne, 31; Edmunds, : Sher- 
man, 9%; Blaine, 281; Grant, 305. 

There was light cheering, which the Chairman 
rapped down, and ordered the fifth ballot. Conk- 
hng tried to be funny in reporting the vote of 
New York, and Butterworth made an amusing 
error, substituting the name of Grant for that 
of Ohio’s favorit son, which he corrected amid 
much laughter. The audience, having actually 
gone to sleep, woke up to hear the result of the 
ballot, which was: Garfieid, 1; Windom, 10; 
Washburne, 31; Edmunds, 8; Sherman, 9; 
Blaine, 281; Grant, 305. 

The roli-call for the sixth ballot was imme- 
diately proceeded with. One delegate from 
Alabama broke from Grant to Garfield, which 
created a little sensation. The name of Garfield 
seemed to make the audience tremulous, car- 
rying them to the very verge of enthusiasm. A 
block of votes. going to him then would have 
created a tremendous excitement. When New 
York was called Mr. Conkling was funny again, 
his fun consisting in varying the torm of the an- 
nouncement of the vote of the State. The Chair- 
man of the West Virginia delegation (the 
editor),when he rose to announce the vote of the 
State, imitated Conkling, whereat there was a 
laugh which extended to all sections of the hall. 
The result of the ballot was: Garfield, 2; Win 
dom, 10; Edmunds, 3; Washburne, 31; Sher- 
man, 0; Blaine, 280; Grant, 306. 

The seventh ballot was ordered. When New 
York was called Mr. Conkling said: Two dele- 
gates are said to be for John Sherman, 17 for 
James G. Blaine, and 51 are for Gen. Grant.” 

Grant gained one vote in North Carolina from 
Sherman and lost one in South Carolina, which 
went to Blaine. 

The West Virginia Chairman again imitated 
Conkling, saying: One delegate claims to be 
for U. S. Grant and 8 are known to be for James 
G. Blaine.” The ballot resulted as follows: 
Garfield, 2; Windom, 10; Edmunds, : Wash- 
burne, 31; Sherman, 94; Blaine, 281; Grant, 305. 

The Chairman said: “ The vote will be again 
taken. Harrison, of Indiana, moved to ad- 
journ, but the motion was lost by a large ma- 
jority, and the call proceeded on the eighth 
ballot. Grant got his original seventeen 
in Alabama. Blaine gained two in Indiana 
and one in Maryland. Grant lost one in 
North Oarolina and gained one in Pennsy!l- 
vania. Blaine gained one from Sherman in Vir- 
ginia. These aebapges kept the audience 
from going to or quitting the hall. / When 
Wyoming had voted there was a buzzing sound 
— — the house, and the audience rose,

In the New York delegation 
Conkling retired for hunch and Gen. Arthur re- 
ported the vote. Virginia gave a vote tor Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes, and there was applause. The 
audience waked up, rubbed its eyes, and smiled 
rather pleasantly. The ballot resulted: Hayes, 
1: Garfield, 2; Windom, 10; Edmunds, 31; Wasb- 
burne, : Sherman, ; Blaine, 282: Grant, 906. 
There were great cheers, presumbly because 
Grant had lost a vote. 

The eleventh ballot was ordered, and the call 
commenced. Conkling was seen talking with 
the Massachusetts delegation, and the vote of 
that State was watched for anxiously. 
The vote of Georgia was errone- 
ously reported, showing a gain of two for 
Grant, but promptly corrected, thereby squelch- 
ing an incipient cheer from the Grant partisans. 
When Massachusetts reported there was abso- 
lute silence, but it disclosed no change, and 
there was a sigh of relief on the part of Blaine’s 
friends, and a frown on the faces of the Grant 
people. Biaine lost one to Sherman in Virginia, 
and the State again gave one vote to Hayes, 
Grant losing one vote. The vote was disputed. 
and the vote of Virginia was called by individual 
delegates, whieh resulted as before announced. 
Russell was the voter for Hayes. The ballot 
stood: Hayes, 1; Garfield,2; Windom, 10; Ed- 
munds, 31; Washburne, ; Sherman, .93; Blaine, 
281; Grant, 306. 

The twelfth ballot was ordered. A recess was 
moved from Wisconsin, put, and lost decisively. 
Nobody, so to speak, wanted to adjourn, and the 
balloting proceeded. Blaine gained one in Mis- 
sissippi. The ballot was “stale, flat. 
and unprofitable.” It contained no single 
element of a sensational character, and 
the audience was too tired to make even a sign 
of impatience. The ballot stood: Hayes, 1; 
Garfield, 1; Windom, 10; Edmunds, 31; Wash- 
burne, 33; Sherman, 92; Blaine, 283; Grant, 304. 
There were great cheers, for which there ap- 

to be no other reason than Grant's loss 
of one vote; and the thirteenth ballot was pro- 
eeeded with under the call. Maryland gave 
George W. McCrary, of lowa, one vote, but there 
were no cheers. not even a ripple of sound 
greeting the announcement. This ballot was 
more flat than the one preceding it. It resulted: 
Garfield, 1; McCrary, 1; Windom, 10; Edmunds, 
81; Washburne, W; Sherman, 89; Blaine, *. 
Grant, 306. 

The fourteenth balict was ae ent Ge 
call proceeded amid considerable confusion on 
the delegate floor, many delegates appearing on 
their feet caucusing. Garfield, Hayes, and 
McCrary were dropped out of this bailot, Wash- 
purne gaining their votes. The result was; 
Windom, 10; Edmunds, 31; Washburne, 35; Sher- 
man, 89; Biaine, 285; Grant, 36, The fifteenth 
ballot was ordered, and the call commenced. 
Grant gained two votes in Virginia. Was it be- 
cause of a visit from Conkling during the prog- 
ress of the last preceding ballot? He appeared 
in their neighborhood certainly. Tue result 
was: Windom, 10; Edmunds, 31; Washburne, 36; 
Sherman, 88; Blaine, 281; Grant, 39. There was 
great cheering at this gain for Grant. The call 
of the roll was ordered for the sixteenth ballot, 
and with. The call of Florida dis- 
closed the absence of the Blaine delegate, the 
State reporting only seven votes. The ballot 
was without any incident of interest except the 
joas of two votes by Grant gained by Blaine, 
and resulted as follows: Windom, 10; Edmunds, 
81; Washburne, 36; Sherman, 8; Biaine, : 
Grant, 906: A recess to 5:30 o'clock was moved 
and lost.

The eighteenth ballot was ordered, and the 
call commenced. Blaine lost two votes to Wash- 
durue in Indiana, but recovered them in an- 
other State. Sharpe disputed the reported vote 
of New York, and the roll of delegates was 
called. The cali disappointed Sharpe and dis- 
closed the new Blaine recruit, Mr. McCarthy, at 
which there was great applause. Only fifty 
Grant votes could be mustered. The result was: 
Windom, 10; Edmunds, 31; Washburne, 3%; 
Sherman; 91; Blaine, 283; Grant, . 

At haif-past 3 o’clock a delegate from Missis- 


ppi moved a recess till 7 o'clock in the even- 


rushed pell-mell out of the hall. The Conven- 
tien was dull and moody, and scarcely realized 
that it had adjourned. Many delegates walked 
off the floor and through the doors, and emerged 
upon the street with bowed heads 
and very serious countenances. The Con- 
vention had long made up its 
mind not tonominateGrant. It mustsoon make 
up its mind who it would nominate. There was the 
rub! Eighteen ballots,‘and the eighteenth ballot 
to all intents and purposes a duplicate of the 
first. No progress in the middle of the after- 
noon of the fifth day! It was a situation uner- 
ampled in the history of Republican Con ven- 
tions. The great audience went home to dinner, 
and the delegates sauntered wearily, languidly 
to their hotels. But not all of them went to din- 
ner. Caucusing became the instant business of the 
hour. The Grant managers plied the Southern 
colored and white delegates with all sorts of ar- 
guments. They made no efforts anywhere else. 
They have no hope of capturing the votes of 
Northern delegates; their only hope is in 
those States of the South which can, 
under no circumstances, give the candi- 
date, whoever he may be, a single 
Electoral vote. The Blaine men pleaded 
with the Windom and Washburne delegates, with 
what success remained to be disclosed at the 
evening session. It was very quiet at the hotels. 
All the faces one peered into were determined 
faces. Men everywhere were thinking of the 
grand history of the Republican party, and hop- 
ing that it was not now about to commit a blun- 
der,a crime, which would not only destroy it, 
but cast backward a dark shadow, obscuring and 
staining all ite fair record. Meantime, the Grant 
managers were inexorable and intensely active. 
Every deiay gave them hope hope of wearing out 
the Convention. And the Blaine managers were 
equally determined. “We have led the column 
of attack upon the citadel you all desired to see 
fall.“ said they, and now that the battle is al- 
most won you wish us to surrender to Wash- 
burne, or Windom, or Sherman, or Garfield the 
first fruits of the season.“ This is too much.“ 
they continued. “Take your choice between 
Blaine and Grant. Blaine is the idol of the peo- 
ple. Nominate him and he will sweep the 
country; refuse to nominate him, let the nom- 
ination go to Grant, and no man can say what 
will be the result. We offer you an Austertitz! 
Will you take the chance of a Waterloo?” 

As the Convention reassembled it bore all the 
marks of extreme nervousness. Delegates did 
not take their seats, but gathered in little knots, 
talking earnestly. What would the Convention 
do? Nobody knew, at least nobody in the out- 
side throng. If combinations had been made 
the secret of their nature had not “leaked out.” 
The time for trades was short, and if trades had 
been made they would only be disclosed by the 
balloting. At7 o’clock the galleries were not much 
more than half-filled, and the extreme northerly 
section was a vast vacantspace. The spectators 
were still lingering over their dinners. But 
there was a vast crowd pressing in and dropping 
upon the vacant seats. The interest had not 
flagged; on the contrary, it had evidently 
deepened fh intensity. The faces of the audi- 
enve were flushed with 96ꝙ— Ens Sttee + 


ela was detected, and a very hearty cheer went 
up, which broke upon the low, buzaing sound of 
conversation like the great tenth wave thunder- 
ing on the rock-bound coast. But the wave of 
cheers subsided, and left the buzzing, beehive 
sound master of the situation, so to speak. Oc- 
casionally the band broke in upon the infernal, 
confusing mouotone with a stirring air in a way 
which was very grateful indeed. When Conk- 
ling marched loftily up the broad aisle of the 
delegate floor the Grant auditors raised a great 
racket; but they have pretty much 
worn out their voices, and the cheers 
on this occasion sounded like the croaking of 
frogs hoarse with a cold in the throat. The din 
lasted balf an hour, the delegates still standing 
and the band still playing. The Chairman 
looked a little worn and tired, but resolute and 
cheerful, and at haif-past 7 precisely rapped the 
tumultuous crowd to order; and the Clerk was 
directed to call the roll for the nineteenth bal- 
lot.

A DUEL took place Sunday morning about 
two miles from Richmond—in the field where 
the Mordecai-McCarthy duel was fought in 1873 
between W. C. Elam, editor of the Richmond 
Whig, and Col. Thomas Smith, son of ex-Gov.

DEMOCRATIC primaries were held in all 
the wards of this city last evening to select 
delegates to the County Convention, to be held 
to-day at Hershey Hall. Although all the 
delegates affect to be in favor of Seymour, 
there is a lurking suspicion among the knowing 
ones that a majority of those chosen are very 
susceptible to barrel influences. There were 
rows—there could be no Democratic primaries 
without rows—in the First, Fifth, Seventh, and 
Fighteenth Wards. In the First Ward Dave 
Thornton and Mike McDonald were the rival 
leaders, and rival sets of delegates were set up. 
In the Eighteenth, Fred Winston, ably seconded 
by Hans Haerting, led the Young Democracy and 
the anti-Tildenites against the hosts of Perry 
Smith and “Mike” Corcoran, and contest.ng 
delegates will knock for admittance to-day as 
a consequence of the row. The roll of delegates 
reads like the muster roll of Brian Boru's army, 
and the Celtic element will not have so much 
cause to complain of lack of representation in 
Hershey Hall as they claim to have in the case 
of the City-Hall. The city employés worked 
lively and so effectively that it is claim®d the 
Cook County delegation will be solid for Harri- 
son for Governor, or, failing to secure him that 
nomination, the delgation will go for him ag 
delegate to the Cincinnati Convention. Hynes 
will probably be the other delegate from the 
West Side. Tom Courtenay and “Johnny” 
Richberg must be content to go as alternates or 
stay at home. 

THE RESULT OF GRANT'S NOMINATION. 

The proceedings of the Convention yester- 
day indicated a purpose on the part of the 
third-term party to adhere to their candidate 
despite the large majority in the Convention 
against him. Delay and non-action have 
seemed to be their policy from the beginning, 
and that policy can have no expectation save 
that of compelling the majority to accept the 
minority candidate. Let us inquire what 
will be the probable result of the ultimate 
success of this wearying-out policy in the 
nomination of Gen, Grant. 

The first effect upon the Republican party 
of the country would be of a paralyzing char- 
acter,—something like the stunning sensa- 
tion which one is likely to experience amid 
the ruins of a falling building, 

After the first feeling of pain and regret 
shall have expended its force, and that of in- 
dignation follows, there will be a general 
declaration by the German Republicans of 
the whole country of condemnation of the 
action of the Convention, and clear, firm, and 
determined resolutions asserting their pur- 
pose to withhold their votes from Gen. Grant; 
The objection of this large class of voters— 
equal to the change of the Electoral 
vote in several of the Republican States 
—is not sentimental, but is of the 
most substantial character. They will 
never vote to approve a third term, nor will 
they vote to “vindicate” the corruption, dis- 
honesty, and Executive weakness that have 
made the second term of Gen. Grant’s Ad- 
ministration a National scandal. The re- 
solves and declarations of these German 
voters of New York, Ohio, Wisconsin, In- 
diana, Illinois, and Michigan, founded upon 
the deep convictions of duty and self-respect, 
once declared will be adhered to from the 
first to the last. 

Following close upon this declaration of 
deep-rooted and inflexible hostility to Gen. 
Grant’s election by the German citizens of 
the country, will be the equally earnest and 
equally determined union of. Republican 
voters of other classes, presenting before the 
country the already too familiar story of the 
robberies, organized and systematic frauds, 
and absence of official morality that marked 
the administration of the Government from 
1873 to 1877; and the evils, the dangers, and 
the wanton violence to National tradition re- 
sulting from the attempt to break down the 
anti-third-term prohibition. Out of this will 
grow probably a movement looking to the 
nomination oi a third candidate to be sup- 
ported by Republican voters. 

The Democratic Convention will meet and 
make its nominations before the month of 
June has closed. If that Convention shall 
nominate weak and objectionable candidates, 
then the movement for a third ticket will 
take formal and determined shape; if, how- 
ever, the Democratic Convention shall nomi- 
nate honest and fair men of ability and free 
of all taint in their record, the movement for 
a third ticket will probably go no further 
than the protest against Grant’s candidacy, 
the mass of the disappointed, alarmed, and 
indignant Republicans voting directly for 
the Democratic candidates. 

What will be the character of the cam- 
paign? From the beginning to the end the 
Republicans will be on the defensive. Mr. 
Conkling will personally enter the canvass 
in behalf and defense of the candidate. It 
will be his ticket, and its greatest recom- 
mendation to him will be the very objections 
which make it so offensive to so great a por- 
tion of the Republican party. In this State 
Mr. Logan will do his best, and in Wiscon- 
sin Carpenter will champion the cause. For 
the first time in the history of American 
elections the newspaper press will exercise 
no influence upon public opinion in favor of 
the Republican party. It may, and doubt-

dent and the men who shared with him the 
disgraces of Grant’s second term. 

Of course there will be many who, between 
the date of the nomination and the date of 
the election, will recant their opposition to 
Grant to the extent of unwillingly agreeing 
to vote for him, but the aggressive 

with relentless vigor by 
the Democratic party and by thou- 
sands of able and intelligent Republic- 
ans, particularly in the doubtful States, will 
have its effect upon those compellea to an 
exclusively defensive campaign.

The 
situation following Grant’s nomination must 
be obvieus to every man in the Convention. 
If the success of the Republican party is the 
end sought, what must be thought of those 
who peril the party in the country by per- 
sistently forcing upon the party such acandi- 
date at such a time as this ?

“Boss” CONKLINGS TRIBULATIONS. 

“Boss” Conkling is the only member of 
the Senatorial Syndicate who has retained 
his domineering style in the Convention. 
The two others have subsided. Cameron 
flickered out the moment his function ceased 
as Chairman of the National Committee; he 
has not been heard from since Mr. Hoar 
assumed the Chair. Logan has roared as 
gently as a sucking dove ever since the 
eighteen district delegates were admitted in 
place of the bogus fellows of his own ap- 
pointment. Conkling alone has strutted 
and sneered; and he made himself unneces- 
sarily offensive yesterday upon every possi- 
ble occasion. 

He began the day by endeavoring to in- 
struct the Chair as to the rules. Because he 
begrudged the Biaine side a motion to begin 
the balloting, which was made by Mr. Hale, 
he disputed the regularity of such a motion. 
When he was properly rebuked for this in- 
terference he sought to make a point by sec- 
onding the motion which he had endeavored 
to putdown. Hetookan unfair advantage 
when the State of New York was called on 
the first ballot. Under the rules, it was his 
duty as Chairman to announce the vote of 
the delegation, and a call of the delegates 
was only in order when the announcement 
should be disputed. Instead of taking this 
course, he insisted from the first that the New 
York delegates should be called by name. 
The Chair, with singular indulgence, allowed 
Mr. Conkling to have his way. This trick— 
for it was a clear evasion of the rules—re- 
sulted in giving Grant perhaps three or four 
more votes from New York than he could 
have obtained in regular form. The Boss 
was thus enabled to exercise his authority 
over the individual delegates from New 
York who had not already asserted their in- 
dependence, 

From this time on “ Boss’? Conkling did 
not lose an opportunity for obtruding him- 
self upon the Convention. When he an- 
nounced the vote of New York, it was always 
‘with some show of contempt for those who 
refused to vote under his dictation. He 
would say, “lam informed that two dele- 
gates vote for Sherman and eighteen for 
Blaine, and I know fifty vote for Grant,“ — 
or some such puerile expression of resent- 
ment at the partial loss of his power, Late 
in the evening he called for a division on a 
vote to adjourn before the Chairman nad an- 
nounced his decision. When the Chairman 
informed him that the Chair had pet yet ex- 
pressed an opinion, he retorted, Büt J 
have,“ as though he were the supreme power 
in the Convention. 

Conkling’s petulance did not escape re- 
buke. The Chairman of the West Virginia 
delegation retaliated by reporting one for 
Grant- and eight for Blaine in imitation of 
Conkling’s manner, and it brought down the 
house. Soon after it was noticed that Conk- 
ling delegated to some one else the an- 
nouncement of the New York vote. He suf- 
fered defeat, too, in the vote upon adjourn- 
ment. He evidently feared some combina 
tion against the third-term candidate during 
the night, and he resisted the motion to ad- 
journ. But he could only command 3 votes 
against it, which represented about the full 
strength of Grant’s supporters last night. 

It is a matter of surprise to the independ- 
ent people of the West how a nian of Conk- 

ling’s bearing and manner can retain so large 
a following. Not even eight years’ control 
of the patronage, such as he enjoyed during 
Grant’s two terms, would have enabled him 
to lord it over the yeomanry of this sectionof 
the country. Whatever the outcome of this 
Convention may be, Mr. Conkling’s populari- 
ty will not have been extended by his Chi- 
cago performances, Much might have been 
forgiven him in consideration of the sense 
of defeat which has been weighing down 
upon him, but he has carried his arrogance 
beyond all excusable bounds. 


THE BALLOTING FROM THE TOP SEAT. 

The first session of the Convention’s work 
yesterday was not particularly lively from 
the altitude of the top seat. Prior to the call 
to order, however, the band took a different 
view of the situation, and blew lustily on airs 
from opera bouffe, and finally wound up with 
the cancan from La Belle Helene,” which 
was somewhat incongruously and abruptly 
followed by prayer, the Grant crowd for 
once restraining from their usual applause. 
Perhaps it was on this account that the Chair- 
man deemed it an opportune time to makea 
speech to the Grant members and to the 
Grant crowd in the gallery, demanding that 
they should restrain their indecent and inde- 
corous noise during the balloting and have 
some regard to the dignity and propriety of 
the oceasion.

four votes, upon which the Grant crowd at- 
tempted another demonstration of howl, 
which was checked by the indignant Chair- 
man; and by the loss of one of Conkling’s 
votes on the seventeenth, which so enraged 
the Boss that he polled the vote of the State 
to discover the traitor, who turned out to be 
Denis MeCarthy, the great salt-boiler of 
Syracuse, who had dared to disobey the ma- 
chine and vote for Blaine. And then came 
the recess, which was agreeable to the man 
on the top seat, as the seat was getting hard, 
and at that altitude the monotonous sing 
song of the Secretary had aroused in him 
and his neighbors an ardent desire to slay 
him.

EDUCATION.

Taken together these two resolution#ndi- 
cate a purpose that the National Government 
Mall undertake a practical system for aiding 
the public schools, which have heretofore 
been sustained exciusively by State and local 
effort. The constitutional amendment de- 
manded by the second of the foregoing reso- 
lutions is an essential condition precedent to 
any such project. The General Government 
cannot consistently contribute one dollar to 
the aid of a public-school system under the 
control of the State Governments except 
upon an absolute assurance that no portion 
thereof shall be used for sectarian purposes. 

The language of the first of the above reso- 
lutions recites that “itis the duty of the Na- 
tional Government to aid that work [viz.: 
popular education] to theextent of its constt- 
tutional ability.“ Congress has already ap- 
propriated lands for educational purposes. If 
such appropriation be constitutional, it must 
likewise be in the power of Congress 
to appropriate money or taxes. In this 
view of the case it becomes a question of ex- 
pediency. There is no longer any doubt 
that education is a valuable auxiliary to good 
citizenship. It is equally certain that the 
Southern States are suffering from a lament- 
able deficiency in common-school facilities. 
The materia! prosperity of the Nation would 
be immeasurably increased if the public- 
school system in every section of the country 
were as broad and comprehensive as it is, for 
instance, in the State of Lilinois, 

How can the benefits of popular education 
be equally distributed at a proper and équit- 
able adjustment of the cost? Manifestly 
through the agency of the National Govern- 
ment. 

Tux Trisunr’s plas for attaining this new 
blessing of popular government was pro- 
posed some months since, and the revival 
thereof now would seem to be timely. It is 
to draw upon, gamers of liquors for 
the chief maintenance of free schools. The 
tax on spirits yletded to the Government 
$50,420,816 in 1878; ‘the Tevenue from beer and 
ale during the same year was $9,937,052. In 
round numbers, whisky and beer yield now 
an annual revenue of $60,000,000, and the 
amount will grow in pace with the future 
growth of population. 

This plan is entirely feasible. The interest 
charge has been reduced from $150,000,000 to 
$89,000,000, and will be further reduced to 
$75,000,000 within the next year. After al- 
lowing for the comparatively small reduction 
in taxes, there willbe a surplus revenue of 
about $60,000,000, or about the amount de- 
rived from the tax on spirits.and beer. This 
surplus revenue, if permitted to remain, 
would be a tempation to extravagance or 
new subsidy schenes. If taxation were still 
further reduced, it would result in the abate- 
ment of the taxes on whisky and tobacco, 
which are not oppressive upon any class, 
Hence it is wiser that the surplus revenue 
should be applied to the work of popular ed- 
ucation, as suggested by the Republican plat- 
form in effect. 

The popular support of such a project 
may be counted upon because it would re- 
lieve the people in equal proportions of the 
local taxes they now pay for the support of 
the schools. If the revenu@ trom spirits and 
fermented liquors be $60,000,000 a year, it 
amounts to about Sper enrolled pupil. If de- 
voted to the free schools, it would relieve the 
farmers and houseowners of this State of 
about four millions of taxes every year 
which they now pay out of their pockets to 
the State, district, and city school funds. The 
people of Lilinois would thus save the annual 
interest at 4 per cent on $100,000,000, and the 
people of Indiana Michigan, lowa, Wis- 
consin, Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
and all the ,otler States would make 
a similar saving in proportion to their 
numbers. This six million fund would be 
sufficient to pay the teachers in nine-tenths 
of the school distrets of the whole United 
States for teaching seven to nine months a 
year. It would leve to be raised by taxes 
enough to build ahd repair school-houses 
and provide fuel fo; the cold weather. The 
relief to the taxpayers of the country would 
be very great, and the National fund would 
be immeni¢ly popular. There could be no 
sectional stife ove: such an allotment of the 
tax on litfors, because the burden would 
fall upon the driakers in the North and 
South, in ue East and West, in proportion 
to the e¥ent of their consumption. The 
benefits , wouldaccrue from the universal 
spread of.nformation would be enjoyed by 
the Natit'as a whole as well as by all its 
parts, ©”

ing the money in jobs: (2) that the apportion- 
ment for each State should be distributed 
‘among the 1 districts for the 
payment of teachers and the current ex- 
penses of the schools; and (8) that the public 
schools should be absolutely free, impartial, 
and universal, open to all children between 
the ages of 5 and 21 years, without distinction 
of creed, color, race, previous or present con- 
dition. The rich and the poor, the white and 
the black, the native and the foreign born, 
the Catholic, Protestant, Jew, and Free- 
Thinker, the Northerner and the Southerner, 
should all enjoy the aid and advantages of 
such a system. 

In the resolutions adopted this year the 
Republican party has made a great stride 
toward the position taken by Tax TRisunx, 
and the proposed constitutional amendment 
forbidding the appropriation of any public 
funds to the support of sectarian schools 18 
all that is needed to render the scheme 
practicable and desirable. .

NATIONAL CONVENTIONS. 

The number of ballots in the various polit- 
ical conventions held in this country may 
have some interest to the general reader at 
this time. The first Convention of this kind 
was held in Baltimore In May, 1832, by the 
Democrats, to nominate a candidate for Vice- 
President,—Gen. Jackson being the accepted 
eandidate for President. The two-third rule 
was adopted, but there was only one ballot, 
Van Buren teceiving the required vote. 

The Natimal Republican (afterwards 
Whig) party held a Convention in Baltimore 
in December, 1831, and by unanimous vote 
nominated Henry Clay for President and 
John Sergeant for Vice-President. The 
whole number of delegates present was 157. 

In May, 1885, a Democratic Convention was 
held at Baltimore, and on the first ballot 
Van Buren was nominated unanimously. 
There was no Natimal Convention of the 
Whigs pending that election. 

In December, 1838, the Whig National 
Convention met at Harrisburg, and Harri- 
son was nominated on the first ballot. The 
Democratic Convention in 184 nominated 
Van Buren on the first ballot. 

At the Whig Convention in 1844 Clay was 
nominated by acclamation, but Frelinghuysen 
for Vice-President was nominated on the 
third ballot. In the Democratic Convention 
the same year Polk was nominated on the 
ninth ballot. 

At the Whig Convention of 1848 Gen. 
Taylor was nominated on the fourth ballot. 
The Democratic Convention nominated Cass 
on the fourth ballot, 

The first protracted series of ballotings was 
that at the Whig Convention held at Balti- 
more in May, 1852. The Convention was in 
session six days, There were fifty-three bal- 
lots, Mr. Webster having 30 votes, and the 
remainder—262—being about equally divided 
between Scott and Fillmore. The Demo- 
cratic Convention, which also met in Balti- 
more in 1862, had forty-nine ballots. On the 
thirty-fifth ballot Pierce receivéd 15 votes, 
and subsequently was nominated. 

The Republican Convention of 1856 nomi- 
nated Fremont on the first ballot. At the 
Democratic Convention of the same year 
Buchanah was nominated on the seventeenth 
ballot. 

In 1860 the Republican Convention met at 
Chicago and nominated Abraham Lincoln on 
the third ballot. The Democratic Conven- 
tion of 1860 met at Charleston, on April . 
On the 30th of April the platform was adopted, 
and various Southern delegations protested, 
and then seceded from the Convention, and 
balloting began, and fifty-seven ballots were 
tt#ken. On May 3, the tenth day of the ses- 
sion, the Convention adjourned to meet at 
Baltimore June 18. 

In . Republican Convention nomi- 
nated Mr. bincoln without a contest, as was 
McClellan by the Democratic Convention. 
In 1868 and in 1872 the Republican nomina- 
tions were not contesed. In 1876 the nomina- 
tion was made at Cincinnati on the seventh 
ballot. 

Yesterday, the fifth day ef the Convention 
(not counting Sunday), no less than eight- 
een ballots were taken during the first ses- 
sion, and ten ballots in the evening session.

Ir may be that the third-term candidate re-

to guess where his strength can increase. It 
was only a very few days ago that Grant’s 
supporters announced confidently that no 
struggle would be necessary, and many went 
so far as to say that the man who had never 
been a “candidate” would not permit any 
struggle to be made on his behalf. The 
struggle has already gone further than in 
any previous Convention held by the Repub- 
lican party, and the gentleman who is the 
first to seek a third term is as far from its at- 
talnment as he has ever been.

FRONTIERSMAN Joe Rankin was in Des 
Momes, Ia., last week, buying horses for the 
Government. He is the plucky scout who made 
himself famous by his wonderful ride of 16 
miles in twenty-four hours through the wilder- 
ness of Colorado, and thus saved the gallant little 
command of Maj. Thornburgrh from the scalping- 
knives of the Utes. He is a native of Indiana 
County, Pennsylvania, but has spent most of his 
life on the plains. He is about W years of age, 
has a ruddy complexiam, wears a dark mustache, 
is about medium hight, solidly built, with 
a close-knit, hardy -looking physique. and weighs 
about 180 pounds. He left the beleaguered 
camp about midnight, and, eluding the vigilance 
of the savages, rode without a halt to Bear 
River, a distance of forty-five miles. Here he 
halted, perhaps fifteen minutes, fora cup of 
coffee and a fresh horse, and then rode to Lieut. 
Price’s camp, twenty-five miles further on, 
where he hastily swallowed a cold lunch while 
another horse was saddled for him. After a 
long ride of sixty-five miles he next drew up at 
Lambert’s ranch for a bite and another change 
of horses, and then, without a moment of rest, 
compassed the thirty miles which lay between 
him and Rawlins. Three men started with him, 
but, though accustomed to the fatigues of the 
saddle, they proved unable to endure the terri- 
rible strain, and Rankin went into Rawlins 
alone. He changed horses with one of his com- 
panions before leaving him, his own animal 
showing signs of weakness, thus using four 
horses in all.

Leading Democratic Politicians Believed

EPH HOLLAND 8SHOT.

Orxcinwatr, O., June 1.—Eph Holland, the 
famous gambler and politician, was : to- 
night and probably fatally wounded, is be- 
lfeved that the deed was done in pursuance of a 
purpose of the local Democratic ring to put 
Holland out of the way before the meeting of 
the National Democratic Convention. When 
Tilden sent $7,000 to Cineinnati in 1876 to oarry 
the election for the Democrats Holland was em- 
ployed by the party leaders to put the money 
where it would do the most good.

The discovery is inter- 
esting to 3 for bread can be made to 
do the work of the alimentary canal, and re- 
Neves dyspeptics of all bother except mere oor 
lutition,—and, of course, paying the baker's bill, 
which is harder work than digestion. Science 
has Ance found that several vegetabie juices, or 
saps, dissolve meat, but M. Scheurer Kestner is 
tho first person who observed that in the process 
of bread-making a uliar fermentation takes 
place which p ces complete digestion 
of meat. A beefsteak hashed fine and mixed 
with dough containing feast disappears 
entirely by the time the b is taken from the 
oven. The steak’s nutritive nciples are dis- 
solved and incorporated into the bread. Not the 
least curious phenomenon noticed in these cir- 
cumstances is meat, which 80 rapidly be- 
comes putrid, when once inco ted into 
bread may be kept longer than ordin bread. 
Bread made in 1878 has been shown the Acade 
of Science; it was as sweet and free from mol 
as when it came out of the oven. 

At tirst M. Scheurer Kestner used raw meat; 
he mixed one and one-tenth pounds of flour, one 
pound of leaven and three-fourths of a poundof 
raw beef minced fine; waterin sufficient quan- 
tity was added, and the dough was left to fer- 
ment.
